Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or render obvious a sealed artificial rib cage having a plurality of rib 
elements connected to a spine element, a sternum component and an abdomen 
component attached to the rib elements with the sternum component and the abdomen 
component movably connected to each other with a translating element to create 
negative and positive pressure within the artificial rib cage as claimed.
